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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Remarks 

1. Applicants' arguments and amendments, filed on 11/14/03, have been approved 
and entered. They have been fully considered but they are not deemed to be 
persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are 
hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either newly applied 
or reiterated. They constitute the complete set presently being applied to the instant 
application. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
we re made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 



3. Claims 407-420 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yguerabide et al. (6,214,560) in view of Sosnowski et al. (6,51 8,022). 
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Applicants have the argument the that the references do not teach or suggest the 
instant application because like Yguerabide, there is nothing in Sosnowski that remotely 
suggests the capture of a target and nanoparticle probes between two electrodes for the 
purpose of detection or any electrical method for detection. This is not convincing 
because Sosnowski discloses in the abstract for example, "The device can 
subsequently control the transport and reaction of analytes or reactants at the 
addressed specific microlocations. The device is able to concentrate analytes and 
reactants, remove non-specifically bound molecules, provide stringency control for DNA 
hybridization reactions, and improve the detection of analytes. The device can be 
electronically replicated." Further in col.1 1-12 "In a fourteenth aspect, this invention 
features methods for detecting and analyzing reactions that have occurred at the 
addressed microlocations using self-addressed microelectronic devices with associated 
optical, optoelectronic or electronic detection systems or self-addressed microelectronic 
devices with integrated optical, optoelectronic or electronic detection systems," 

4. Claims 433-444 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 



5. Claims 445-483 are allowed.
